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REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 





During the past year the additions to the library 
total 186 volumes, classified as follows: Adult fiction 
101; juvenile fiction 21; Adult non-fiction 46; and 
juvenile non-fiction 18. The reading room has been pro- 
vided with the usual number of periodicals. Miss Julia 
Low has given the library 17 books and 100 have been 
given by Miss C. G. Hobson. Valuable gifts have been 
received from the North Hampton Women’s Club and 
Raymond Chavalier has presented a bronze head of 
Abou Ben Aden. 


About 150 old and worn out books have been discard- 
ed during the year and the total number of volumes 
in the library now approximate 4,000 classified as fol- 
lows: Adult fiction 1,875; juvenile fiction 475; adult 
non-fiction 1,375; juvenile non-fiction 100 and reference 
books 175. 


Extensive repairs will be required during the coming 
year. The roof must be shingled and has become neces- 
sary to provide new book shelves in the reading room. 


The book circulation has increased during the year 
and school pupils are borrowing more non-fiction. Many 
books have been borrowed from the state library. 


The money provided by the town has been expended 
as follows:

To the Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit my report as Fire Chief for the year 
January 31, 1939 to January 31, 1940. 


During the past year a great part of our budget out- 
side of regular maintenance expense, has gone into the 
purchase of additional equipment, which will enable us 
to better cope with the problems of fire fighting. We 


45 


purchased for protective equipment additional coats 
and helmets, also two gas masks. 


We are still short on coats, boots, and helmets to out- 
fit our complement of twenty men. During the year we 
purchased 300 feet of 114” forestry hose to be used on 
the Dodge truck. 


Our equipment is in a good state of repair consider- 
ing the age of the equipment used on the Dodge truck, 
in fact actual repairs have been cut to a minimum dur- 
ing the past year. 


Seventeen men on the department have signed up 
under the insurance program by the State for the bene- 
fit of call firemen. This year this amount of $3,00 per 
man was paid by the individual firemen, but in the fu- 
ture I believe this insurance should cover all men and 
should be paid for by the Town; and, at the same time 
the Town should be relieved of all further damages for 
accidents involving call men in their line of duty. 


The actual loss from fire this past year has unfor- 
tunately been high, but the greater part of the loss 
was confined to one fire which would have been almost 
impossible to prevent under the conditions at the time.

SCHOOL REPORT ‘ 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of North Hampton: 


I herewith submit to you my tenth report as super- 
intendent of schools. 


The high percentage of attendance earned by the 
schools of North Hampton during the year 1937-1938 
was continued in 1938-1939. Ninety-six percent is well 
above average and bespeaks the interest of the pupils 
in their work and the cooperation of the parents with 
the schools. The same interest is shown in the low 
tardiness record of nineteen. 


The statistical reports following show that every 
pupil in the school was promoted last year. It is rare 
indeed, that this result obtains from a year’s work. 
This does not mean necessarily that each pupil was up 
to the standard of his grade but it does mean that, in 
the judgment of his teachers, each pupil had made such 
progress that he would gain more from advancing than 
trom staying in the same grade. North Hampton is to 
be congratulated. 


Your teachers, without exception are doing fine 
work. Mrs. MacKenzie continues to send into the mid- 
dle grade room, pupils thoroughly prepared for the 
work ahead of them. In fact, there will be found no 
‘non-readers” among the group. Mrs. Olive Parker is 
ably continuing the work of Mrs. Paire. Comments are 
frequent concerning the successful organization and 
morale of the entire school. For this, Mr. Paire is re- 
sponsible. 


At a meeting of the teachers of Union 21 held in 
Hampton on February 7, Mrs. MacKenzie gave a talk 
on certain phases of reading instruction in the primary 
grades. This talk was interesting to the teachers of the 
Union and proved highly valuable to them. Mrs. Parker 
at the same meeting exhibited several murals which 
her geography and history classes had made. 
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I am glad to report that Miss Janice Newton is again 
with us as instructor in art. Her work is highly valu- 
able in bringing out latent abilities which pupils may 
possess. The training in careful observation, in accurate 
expression, in neatness and carefulness, develop 
characteristics of value in all activities of school and 
life. 


Mr. Wendell Hawkins is repeating the success of last 
year. I believe the fact that his training was received 
at a New Hampshire Teachers’ College, as was that of 
the majority of our teachers, leads to a similarity of 
methods. This avoids a waste of time and a certain 
degree of confusion. 


The report of Mrs. Sheehy, our school nurse, is in- 
cluded herewith. She has, I believe, the confidence of 
pupils and parents alike. Her report will be carefully 
read. 


At the East School tests prove that good work is 
being done. The atmosphere is that of a happy family. 
To a little child during his early years in school, this is 
valuable, since it helps lessen the confusion which must 
usually take place when he first enters school. That 
Mrs. Naves is teaching well is proven by the standing 
of her pupils when they move into the Centre School. 


The installment of the new toilets in the East 
school is a needed improvement. The placing of the sink 
and the drinking fountain in the school room is a help 
both administratively and from the point of view of 
the health of the children. It would be a further help 
if the hall could be heated at least to some extent. 


As increasing and more accurate knowledge of the 
child’s mind becomes available, the methods of in- 
struction, the order of presentation of material and the 
introduction of new subjects make necessary new books 
and equipment. The life of the average text book in 
daily use is considered to be four and one half years. 
When that period has gone we plan to secure the new- 
est and most improved texts rather than to replace 
old books by duplicates. In this way the schools are 
modernized at no added expense. 


Wide reading is characteristic of the modern school. 
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This is true of all grades but is especially noticeable in 
the earliest years. A pupil learns to read by reading. 
During the past year sixteen primers and first grade 
books were read by the first grade pupil. We believe 
this is a decided step in advance of the years when two 
or three was the rule. 


Reports from the former North Hampton pupils now 
in Portsmouth are a credit to our schools. Twelve of 
our eighth grade pupils entered the ninth grade of 
Portsmouth, September 1939. During the first two 
marking periods of the current year there were but 
two marks below passing grade out of a total of one 
hundred, ten. Even these two were of the first report 
and were made up during the second period. The two 
boys who entered Hampton Junior High School last 
September are doing equally good work. 


The schools of this Union are cooperating with the 
Surplus Commodities Distribution by placing at the 
disposal of our pupils such products as may be de- 
livered to us. While the time of delivery and the kind 
of produce are not uniform, the fruit received in each 
school has proven of value. Oranges, apples, grapefruit 
juice, peaches, etc. can always be used. We shall con- 
tinue this service as long as it is valuable. 


I wish again to express my thanks to the school 
board of North Hampton for their help and advice to 
me. The teachers have been ever faithful and coopera- 
tive in their work. It is their work that makes possible 
the satisfactory progress of our schools.
